WOMEN IN INDUSTRIES

A survey showing what the war
has done for women In industry,
probably the most comprehensive
study of conditions affecting women
in industry yet made, is to be one
of the final contributions of the War
Work Council of the Youiir Women's;
Christian Association to women in-

dustrial workers.
This survey embraces reports from

nearly 15,000 firms employing ap-

proximately two and one half mil-

lion people, one fifth of them wom-
en, and all of whom were engaged
in what were termed as Industries
essential to war varying from soda
fountain apparatus and chicken feed
to the making of guns and munitions.

There result of the survey arc
five-fol- d. Firstly, it aims to deter-
mine how far women served in the

war industries; Secondly,
it will show the relative efficiency
of women in new occupations Buch
as those into which thev were called
for the first time as a war emer-
gency; Thirdly, it makes clear the
extent to which they were-no- t repre-
sented formerly; Fourthly, the at-

titude of organized labor toward the
admission of women to membership
In unions controlling the occupations
Into which women were introduced
as a war emergency will be disclosed
Fifthly, it will show the extent of
courses of training for women in
industry and the direction to which
such courses must be guided if
such industries are to accord with
the changes wrought by war. The
figures will also show how many
men were displaced with each one
hundred women introduced into in-

dustry and will give the number of
women inducted Into industry after
each dr&ft during the war.

In all, twenty-nin- e groups of in-

dustries, each group made- - up of as
many as twenty-tw- o branches were
investigated in the compiling of this
report. These twenty-nin- e groups of
industries include such divisions as
the iron and steel industries, having!
two branches, one of them fire-arm- s

and aniunltions, chemical and allied
products; one of the nineteen
branches of this industry being ex-

plosives; metals other than Iron and
steel (fifteen branches); lumber nnd
timber products (fifteen branches) ;

electrical machinery, apparatus and
supplies; aeroplanes and s;

automobiles and parts; rubber goods;
sporting goods; mens furnishings in-

cluding branches for the manufac-
turing of such necessary things as
belts and buttons; textiles including
everything from balloon and para-
chute silk to shoe and clothing

eous group which in mattresses andl
spring beds, soda fountain appara-
tus, chicken feed and a long list
of products necessary to the fur-
nishing, equipping and maintenance
of an army.

Fiirures and statistics were com-
piled from government records, infor-
mation which did not violate the
pledge of confidence through con-

nection with the National League
for Women's Service and direct
questionnaire to the 15.000 firms of
which such questions were asked as.
the number of women substituted in
that particular industry from Jnn-uar- y.

1918, the
number of men disnlnced in that
Industry the basis of payment for
the men and for the women, the
time required for women substitutes'
to become experienced, the relative
output by women. It also takes cog-

nizance of the changes required in
an industry by the substitution of
women foreign workers such ns more
supervision, additional labor service!
changes in machinery. The employ-- 1
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er's opinion of the substitution with
his reasons for failures or for suc-
cess is given the number of sub-
stituted women who have been dis-
missed since the armistice and the
number of men taken in place of
dismissed women.

And the results of that question-
naire show how much better fitted
women are for work in many of the"

industries into which they were in-

ducted by war emergency than they
are for work in branches of the gar-
ment industries in which division of
industry practically all women work-
ers were concentrated before the
world war. Manufacturers, on the
whole, according to answers from
the questionnaire, view this scatter-
ing of women in imiustry favorably.
Anil for various reasons. For in-
stance, a prominent lumber merchant
in a .southern slate was forced by
the war to employ women in his
yards. He is much in favor of keep-
ing them in the industry as he says
that the women carry two boards
If they can whereas no man who
ever worked in the yard would car-
ry more than one regardless of size
and weight.

Another equally prominent furni-
ture manufacturer who was Slling
government contracts wrote in an-

swer to this request for material to
be used in the Y. W. C. A. report,
"We feel that women 'saved the day'
for ua as they must also have done,
in hundreds of other industries; so
you can understand that we have
every reason to feel most grateful
to them." This man employed women
In all departments of his factory,
handling machines, at cabinet mak-
ing, finishing, upholstering and trim-
ming furniture.

The president of a large recording
and computing machines ' company,
manufacturers of cameras, projec-
tors, films, magnetos and such things,
says "There is no department In
which light machinery is used where
women cannot be trained to do the
same work that men have been doing
and to the work better and get out
greater production. Success depends
upon how women are trained just
as with men. Half of our employees
are women, qll of whom have been
carefully selected for Uieir work."

Women are very adaptable and
satisfactory as workers in one of
the largest electrical companies in
the United States, according to the
president, wherever the work is suit-
able, he says, their output is great-
er and that in electrical manufac-
turing concerns the number of girll
and women employed is limited only
by the supply. One-four- th of the
workers in one of the largest plants
of that company arc women who re-

ceive the same pay as men for equi-
valent work and who, in practically
all cases, earn more than men on
piece werk. This concern has spec-
ial training rooms for its workers
and has riploycd women on 300
new operations during the war pe-

riod.
"We are also , frank to say that

had we not teen able to secure the
services of the women employed by
us during the war we wuild have
been unable to oernte at all or our
operations have been seriously cur-
tailed," states another big manu-
facturer who announced that women
are to be retained in his factory.

So through practically all of the
twenty-nin- e grcups of industries nnd
their various 1. ranches, do employers
testify to the services rendered by
women during the war and predict,
either directly or indirectly through
the figures they offer, a new era
in which the trend of employment
for women in industry will be not
to the concentrating of women in
one of the twenty-nin- e divisions but
to a scattering nf women through
all industries and placement In op-

erations for which thev are partic-
ularly fitted.

INTKR-CIM'RC- VOKU MOVE-
MENT PLANS nation-wim- :
SI KVKY OF CONDITIONS AMOJili
NEt.HOKS.

New York, Dec. 11. The Inter-Churc- h

World Movement is under-
taking a study of conditions of the
Negro churches and Negro communi-
ties of the United States, both city
and country, as a part of its plan
of a complete survey of the church
and community needs of the entire
nation and of other countries
throughout the world. Church and
community needs will be studied.

Already schedules for rural con-
ditions have been prepared and are
being sent to Mate representatives
in all the states where Negroes re-

side. These schedules will be used
by trained and competent Negro
leaders and investigators who will
visit their own churches and com-

munities for gathering the facts. The
churches will be studied along the
linos of physical equipment, extent
of the parish, financial resources, the
minister and the relation of the
church to recreational and other ac-
tivities of the community. The com-
munity will be studied from the
point of view of land ownership, oc-

cupations, community organizations,
road and other means of travel, etc.
In addition to the rural survey there
will lie special studies of Negro oc-

cupations, educational institutions,
and of city life.

The survey will be so organized
that in every state where there is
a considerable Negro population
there will be a Negro associate sup-

ervisor to work with the white sup-
ervisor, the associate supervisor car-
rying out the plans for the Negro
survey. There will be competent
leaders in every county to visit the
Negro churches and communities
gathering facts.

A most important and unique
feature of thfs program will be
-racial councils, or committees, as
the policy of this movement is to
have councils of church representa-tic- s

which shall be intetr-racia- l. The
representatives of the Colored
churches will meet in council with
representatives of the white churches
to talk over and make out plans
for reaching both parts of the com-
munity.

Dr. George K. Haynes of the
United States Department of Labor,
has been called and arrangement!
made with him for supervising the
survey among Colored people with-
out severing his connection as D-

irector of Negro Economics for the
Iabor Department.

Tht Inter-Churc- h Movement is a
organization of Pro-

testant denominations through their
mission boards, home and foreign
agencies and churches for the pur-
pose of effectively meeting the new
demands of the new dav. The plans
of the Movement call for careful
study of the conditions and equip-
ment of each church and the needs
of each community surrounding each
church. Following such a study, re-

presentatives of the churches will
meet together and make up a prac-
tical program of work based upon
facts which have been found. 1 his
practical program will aim to meet
discovered needs Itoth of the church
and community.

But the making of a program is
effective only when the means' arc
provided for carrying it out. There-
fore, the next step will be a plan
to carry out an educational campaign
through conventions, conferences,
newspaper publicity, etc., to inform
the people throughout the United
States of the church and community
needs and of the program to meet
them. When the people are thus
fully informed, the de-

nominations, that have been planning
these forward movements will unite
in making an appeal to their

for the money and the
leadership necessary to put the pro-
gram into effective operation to meet
the needs.

This movement will not interfere
in any way with the regular organi-
zation of any church or denomina-
tion. The work from beginning to
end will he done by representatives
of the various denominations. The
regular church and denominational
organizations will be used as a
means through which the work will
be done. One of the mast hopeful
features of the Movement i: that It

does not aim at federation or union
of denominations nor does it try to
deal with administration of any

It is only attempt;
ing to carry plans through which
each denomination mav
with all other denominations in meet-
ing the religious and life needs of
the people, while at the same time

REPUBLICAN TREACHERY AL-

LEGED RESPONSIBLE FOR DE-

FEAT OF MADDEN BILL.

Madden Betrayed By His l'art To
Oust Jim Crw' Cars from inter-
state Commerce Cliairmaii Eseh
(Images Front Democrats Beal
Voters $80,000,000 For Jim-Cn-

Cars.

Washington, D. C, Dec. 11. By a
vote of 142 to 12 the Madden Amend-
ment to the Esch Railroad Bill was
defeated in the House last Saturday.
The amendment contains the essen-
tial features of the Madden Bill and
was designated to oust the jim-cro- w

car from inter-Stat- e traffic. Hear-
ing was had on the bill last Septem-
ber before the House Inter-Stat- e 'and
Foreign Commerce Committee, at
which time Congressman Martin B.
Madden of Illinois and representative
from the Colored American Council
urged that the features of the bill
be included in railroad legislation
returning the roads to private owner-
ship. At this time it was pointed
out that the cost of the system under
private ownership was 120,000,000
and, as the Esch Bill carried over
1700,000,000 of which $60,000,000
raised by national taxation would
go to the support of the jim-cro-

car system, it was urged that this
amount be reduced by the Simula-
tion of the Jim-cro- w car.

The proposal precipitated a sharp
partisan discussion in the

having charge of the prepara-
tion of the Esch Bill and also in tbc
full committee. When the bill was
r ported out, however, the provisions
of the Madden Bill were absent. It
was given out at that time the
Republicans had given way to the
Democrat! in order to prevent a
deadlock and get the Esch Bill re-

ported out. A suggestion was also
made that Congressman Madden
might offer the substance of the bill
as an amendment to the Esch Bill
with, full assurance of Republican
support. .Mr. Esch oh Friday even-
ing, after the session, promised Mr.
Geoitge H. Murray that when the
amendment came up on the floor he
would give it his support. There has
been for some time, however, a
strong undercurrent of opposition

from jim-cro- car
States to the legislation. It was
i bought though that inasmuch as it
was a party matter they would be
won over.

s soon as Mr. Madden presented
the amendment Congressman Bark-le- y

of Kentucky and Congressman
lilanton of Texas attacked the ger-
maneness of the proposal. This line
or attack had been anticipated by
Congressman Madden and his advis-
ers, and he was able to present a
defense which was sustained by
Congressman Walsh of Massachusetts,
presiding in the committee of the
whole, Unable to avoid a vote on
the merits of the proposition, the
Democrats opened up a vicious at-

tack upon it from racial grounds, in
which the usual and appealing argu-
ments of white supremacy,, miscege-
nation, social equality, rape lynching,
etc., were brought into play. From
the Bepubliean side Representatives
Homer P. Snyder of Little Falls, New
York, and Caleb R. Dayton of Dela-
ware expressed sympathy and an in-

tention to support the Democratic op-
position. As the debate progressed
it was evident that the Republicans
had secretly planned to betray Mad-
den and, when the vote was taken,
this became an accomplished fact.

Among the prominent Republicans
voting with the Democrats against
the 1111 were Chairman Esch of the
Inter-Stat- e Commerce Committee of
the House of Itepresentatives and
Samuel E. Winslow of the Fourth
Massachusetts district.

Among those who remained true
to Mr. Madden and the Colored poo-pi- e

were Representative William S.
Greene of Massachusetts, chairman
of the Republican Caucus Committee
Bdward L. Hamilton of Michigan,
and William J. Drowning of New
Jersey,

Aside from the disappointment,
which naturally follows the result
of Republican treachery, the vote and
debate revealed many Interesting
things. One of the most interesting
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Is the fact that the Republican votes
alone would have defeated the amend-
ment Another, that Northen Repub-
licans are in full sympathy with the
Southern program for the Negro and
that Jim-cro- w cars may soon find
their way into the North. If the de-

feat of the amendment serves to
awaken the Colored voter to the ne-

cessity of leaving at home weak-
ened represcntaUves who assisted
in the betrayal of Madden, or who
contented themselves by remaining
away from the chamber and thereby
asiating the Democratic opposition
it will have served a very valuable
purpose. Forty-seve- n million dol-

lars of the circulating loan fund and
$13,000,000 of the guaranty fund will
be raised by Federal taxation to sup-
port the jimcrow cars from January
1 to July 1 next.

Connellsville and later brought to
this city by Funeral Director J.
Harry Johnston and Sons.
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
